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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that Robinson et al. do not show 
different 2D and 3D lateral ranges (page 2, 7th - 8th paragraphs, Remarks). However, Examiner notes that the "lateral range" does not 
necessarily have to refer to the largest lateral range shown by Robinson's figure 11, item 400. Since the claims are not descriptive as to 
which section of the 3D structure should be used to determine the lateral range, Examiner does not have to take the lateral range of item 
400 to be the lateral range of the 3D volume at the same point as the 2D plane shown by item 402. Instead, Examiner has referred to the 
front section of item 402 as the lateral range of the 3D volume. Applicants argue that Hossack et al. do not teach different lateral ranges 
(page 3, 2nd paragraph, Remarks). However, Examiner points out that at least for the reasons explained above, the limitation regarding 
different lateral ranges is satisfied by Robinson et al. Applicants argue that Smith et al. scans for velocity determination and therefore 
would not cause one of ordinary skill in the art to increase resolution for a sub-volume since the velocity sub-volume of Smith, et al. would 
not benefit. However, Examiner notes that the question is not whether one of ordinary skill in the art would find it obvious to use increased 
resolution for Smith et al., but whether one of ordinary skill in the art would find it obvious to modify Robinson et al. and Hossack et al. to 
use higher resolution in view of Smith et al. Examiner notes that Smith et al. discloses scanning within a three-dimensional sub-volume.at a 
higher resolution (fig. 1 b). One of ordinary skill in the art would understand that scanning an entire volume at a higher resolution would be 
time consuming and Smith et al. shows a solution to this by scanning the sub-region at a high resolution. Also see arguments provided in 
the Final Rejection filed 3/4/2009, particularly page 3. 
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
